Thus 30% of the total number of towns 
representing 34% of the total population is covered in 
this statement. The numbers of births and deaths reoordod 
in these towns were 7,740 and 3,100 representing birth 
and death rates of 41*6 and 16' 6 per thousand of 
population respectively, 

(A) States ( Parts A and O ), — The data here relate to 53 
towns with an estimated population of 7,148 thousands.
